DAM BREAK STOPT 


Good Work By Drainage 
Crew Averts Flood-

The drainage board has kept 
its word and put the big dredge 
Caloosahatchee to work insWest 
Pi Beach canal. The dredge 
welt through the moveable dam 
at, Canal Ponit spillway at noon 
Monday and is now at work fais- 
ing the dike on the north side of 
the canal. It will be in the canal 
for from six months to a year 
and take out nearly a million 
cubic yards of earth and rock in 
the five miles between 20-mile 
bend. and Loxahatehee, Farms 
which is a barrier to the full 
functioning of the canal for 
drainage. It is the most, import- 
ant development in the territory 
between Lake Okeechobee and 
West Palm Beach since the con- 
struction\of West Palm Beach 
canal waa started 12 years’ago. 
Substaftial part of the work will 
be done before the end of the 
next rainy season. 

With the rock ledge removed, 
West.Palm Beach canal will run 
water to the ocean outlet instead

Dredge Arrives 

The dredge Caloosahatchee, 
with a capacity of 3000 ‘cubic 
yards a day, moved Saturday 
morning through the Florida 
East Coast railroad trestle over 
St. Lucie canal, a temporary 
structure, and through the Con- 
ners Highway bridge into La 
Okeechcbee and through the 
lake to Canal Point, a distance 
of ten miles, arriving at the en- 
trance to West Palm Beach canal 
about noon; Beeause the lake is 
at elevtaion 19 feet, four feet 
above normal, the distance be- 
{ween the water and the span in 
the railroad bridge at the lake 
front barely -sufficed for the 
dredge to get through. The cl 
ance was sufficient for the 
frame but a few feet of the 
smokestack had to be cut off to 
let the dredge under the elevated 
span of the railroad bridge. 

A crew of the district drain- 
age board had arrived in Canal 
Point the latter part of last 
week and begun the installation 
of a'temporary dam at the spill- 
way, starting at the east end of 
the lock chamber. The tempor- 
ary dam was to be put ih by the 
forethought of Assistant Engin- 
eer Glenn V. Scott to prevent the 
canalfrom being raised. to an 
overflow point while the dredge 
was being passefrom the lake 
to the canal. The lake was at 
elevation 19 feet; the canal was 
at eleyation 15.6 feet, making a 
three and one-half foot head. 
'The plan was tó make a basin 
125 feet long between the per- 

anent dam, of removable type, 
at the west end of the spillway, 
and the temporary dam at the 
east end, on the north side of the 
Jock chamber. The dredge was 
to go through the first dam, re- 
main in the basin until that dam 
was replaced and then the tem-

ASK FOR CHARTER 


Attorney Simon To Pre- 
pare One and Submit 
To Citizens 


Preliminary discussion of 
town incorporation was the 
chief business of the session of 
the Men’s Club held Tuesday 
evening at the school house.

EN TAXPAYERS 


By Roy A. O'Bannon, County 
: Tax Collector. 

"State and county taxes are 
due and payable from November 
1 to April 1, at which time the 
tax books will close. I earnestly 
urgé ‘all owners.of property in 
Palm Beach county, both resi- 
dent and non-resident, to im- 
mediately apply to the office of 
the tax collector, West Palm 
Beach, Fla., with complete de- 
scriptions of their property, so 
that statements of taxes may be 
Prepared at once, and not let 
this statement work interfere 
with the writing of receipts in 
March. 

“About one-half of the total 
number of receipts written dur- 
ing the five months in which the 
tax books are open are usually 
written during: the month of 
March. This makes a great deal 
of confusion ar.d loss of time for 
the individual taxpayer. This 
year the proportion will probably 
be (even larger on account of 
new subdivisions that are en the 
books this year. 

“In view of the fact that thi 
county has so greatly inc 
in population and the greatly in- 
creased volume of work now re- 
quired, I can 'state definitely 
that we have not sufficient room 
and facilities to handle properly 
the business that is now coming 
to this office. . 

"In order to give better ser- 
vice to the public I. have gotten 
out a tax information sheet, giv- 
ing a large amount of pertinent 
information about tax matters 
in Florida and particularly in 


Palm Beach-;.eounty. Several "^ 
thousand-of'. these. have: been ! = 


mailed to non-resident property 
owners, and any one interested: 
can obtain a copy by calling at 
the office or writing for it. 

"It is my 'desire to give the 
very best service possible; how- 
ever, many of the taxpayers 
wait until the Iast minute to ask 
for statements or to offer to pay 
taxes, the office force is not in 
position to give taxpayers the 
service they expect and the 
heavy volume of "work -usually 
handled during March should be 
distributed over the months of 
February and March. 

"I again urge you to obtain 
statements of taxes at the earli- 
est possible moment. Your co- 
operation in the proper.handling 
of the business of paying and 
collecting the taxes of Palm 
Beach county is earnestly re- 
quested and will be greatly ap- 
preciated."

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WHAT SITES FOR 
PACKING HOUSES 


Traffic Manager of F.E.C. Wants 
Shippers To Get Together 
And Decide 


F. W. Kirtland of St. Augus- 
tine, general traffic manager of 
the Florda East Coast railro 
does not offer sites on the 
road right of way for hous 
which tomatces can be pa 
for the coming shipping scason. 
Ina letter to The Everglades 
News he seems to propose that 
the shippers buy land for sites 
and says that the railroad com- 
pany will build a sidetrack to 
such land: "if it can be built 
without too many difficult 
Nothing definite in the ! 
meets the -expectations of 
growers despite the prot 
tions that the company wis! 
to co-operate with shippers to 
the fullest extent. After the 
long wait and all the talk, n: w 
within a short time of the ship- 
ping season the matter is left un- 
settled. Mr. Kirtland seems not 
to understand in w 
ed state the matter 
now everyone has 
anyone who wanted.to cculd get 
site for a packing house on the 
ailroad track. The letter from 
Mr. Kirtland follows: 

“I discussed this matter with 
Mr. W. H. Vann and others yes 
terday and told them that we 
wished to co-operate with the 
shippers to the fullest extent, 
but suggested the proper pro- 
cedure would be for the shippers 
to get together and. decide up- 
on à location at a point where a 
sidetrack can be put in. It would 
be to the interest of everyone, 
and àlso of the railway company, 
if land could be secured that| 
would permit of building pack- 
ing houses on one locaticn to be 
served by one track. We are 
not in position to do anything 
until we find out where they 
wish to locate and whether the
